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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

Referring to claim 1, the specification on Pages 14-16 teaches that a hub station receives a 
request over a common signal channel and determines whether the request for usage of the 
common line channel is less than a specific quantity. The specification does not teach that the 
plurality of earth stations makes the decision. Where in the specification does it say that " said 
plurality of other earth stations determine that a quantity of data to be transmitted is below a 
predetermined threshold". 

Response to Amendment 

3.0 Applicant's arguments filed 10/25/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The examiner respectively disagrees with the applicant argument relative to claim 1 . The 
applicant argues that Pg 15 lines 1-7 teaches "said plurality of other earth station are configured 
to transmit data to said specific earth station over the common channel line without requesting a 
communication line whether plurality of earth stations determine that the quantity of data to be 
transmitted is below a predetermined threshold". Where in the specification does it say that the 
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plurality of earth stations make the decision. Pg 15 lines 1-7 teach that the data is sent to a hub 
and the hub makes the decision. The specification on Pg 15 lines 1-7 never states that the hub is 
an earth station makes the decision relative to a threshold. The specification on Pgs 7-10 teaches 
that a hub station determines whether the data quantity transmitted is below a certain quantity on 
Pg 7-10 before the line channel assignment is made. Where in the specification is threshold 
mentioned?
